Military observers here ‘were 
puzzled most about whether the 
Russian air force was as large and 
as good as Soviet reports have pic- 
tured it. The Soviet press has 
claimed that Russia has “the 
world’s largest air force,” with 
30,000 pilots and 100,000 parachute 
troops. British. estimates have 
placed the first line Red air 
strength at between 4000 and 5000 
planes and the reserve strength 
at about the same number. 


The regular army strength is put 
at 1,500,000 men with 8,500,000 re- 
serves. 


The tank strength of the Red 
army is estimated at 10,000, but 
many are known to be old types. 
Russians also claim to have 250,-

While the prophecies of the 
French statesman that there were 
20,000,000 Germans too many, in 
other words that this number 
would have to be exterminated by 
hunger, disease or emigration, 
were apparently being fulfilled to 
the letter, the National Socialist 
movement began its work of uni- 
fying the German people and there- 
by initiating resurgence of the 
Reich.

Above all, the right of Italy and 
Japan to share in the goods of this 
world was contested just as much 
as that of Germany, and in fact 
was formally denied.

Adolf Hitler brings the Second World War to a star- 
tling new climax, and changes its whole character, as 
it affects both Britain and this country. 

He has made even plainer than before the utter 
worthlessness and perfidy of Nazi promises, by turn- 
ing his legions upon the nation he had hailed less 
than two years before as Germany's eternal friend. 
He has tacitly confessed. the Nazis’ conviction that 
a successful invasion of Britain now is impossible, 
for it is plain he would not have opened a new front 
against ajformidable enemy if there were prospects 
of ending the war by an early victory over England. 

Thus the signs now point to a protracted struggle. 
With American aid reaching Britain in constantly 
larger quantities, the Germans need a great new res- 
ervoir of supplies. Russia’s vast riches in oil, wheat | 
and ore are a glittering economic goal. Germany 
needs a partner such as Britain now has in America, 
and it must seek to annex that partner by force, since 
diplomatic methods have proved ineffective. 

There is undoubtedly a political as well as an eco- 
nomic objective in this onslaught. Hitler has gone 
back to “Mein Kampf,” and to his bitter diatribes 
against Bolshevism of the period before Aug. 21, 
1939, to don his shining armor as the leader of a 
holy war against Moscow’s ideology. The very words 
of his proclamation—“The task is to safeguard Eu- 
rope and thus save all”—are the key to the propa- 
ganda drive that accompanies this new war. 

The appeal is directly to the elements in Eng- 
land who favored war on Russia rather than on Ger- 
many. If the Nazis have approached Britain with 
overtures for a separate peace, this anti-Red crusade 
is undoubtedly a strong talking point. Winston 
Churchill senses this sinister effort; he gave his 
Government’s emphatic reply to it in his speech of 
yesterday, pledging all possible help to Russia. The 
Nazi effort to confuse Britain was countered by this 
veteran foe of Communism with the flat statement: 
“Any man or state that fights against Hitler will 
have our aid.” 

Every type of weapon, military or political, at 
their command will ddubtless be employed by the 
Nazis in this new war, Hitler has plunged into his 
greatest gamble, and has vastly increased the stakes in 
his drive for conquest, If he can bring Russia quick- 
ly to its knees, he will be stronger than ever for 
turning again on Britain. But if his armies bog 
down in the vast reaches of Russia, as Napoleon's 
did, then he has lost more than if he had been con- 
tent to fight one enemy at a time. 

The Russo-German war is a development for which 
thé wishful thinkers had long been earnestly hoping. 
The alliance between Nazi-ism and Communism, it 
was clear from the beginning, had many points of 
strain. If they clashed openly, it was predicted, the 
war was won for England. 

This is by no means certain. Russia's military 
power is the enigma of the age. Hitler must have 
supreme confidence in his power to win swiftly, or 
he never would have ventured this crucial move. 

Nevertheless, this turn gives Britain precious 
time in which to build up its air power for telling at- 
tacks upon the Continent. The United States gains 
time to increase its aid to Britain and strengthen 
its own defenses. Leadership in both countries 
knows full well that if Hitler triumphs speedily 
over Russia, he will be able to launch more devastat- 
ing blows against his enemies than ever before. No 
false optimism can be permitted to develop. 

Already Washington is beginning to buzz with 
pleas that lease-lend aid be sent to Russia. The dis- 
cussion is premature. Russia has not asked for 
American help. Russia has been training its men 
and building its forces for years; today it has great- 
er armies, air fleets and stores of materiel than we 
have. America could not successfully undertake to 
deliver help, the great distances and the shortage 
of shipping facilities being what they are. America’s 
energies are devoted now to building up its own 
strength and supplying Britain with badly needed 
weapons. To divert those energies would be to in- 
cur needless danger. 

Above all, the new turn of the war is important 
to America in that it nullifies the widely heard ar- 
gument that our immediate armed intervention is 
needed to save Britain from invasion and defeat. 
The attack on Russia is Hitler’s admission that he 
does not now contemplate such a campaign. Even if 
he quickly conquers the Soviet Union, it will proba- 
bly take a long time to reorganize his forces and 
transfer them to the Channel front. 

Events dictate that America’s rational role is now 
that of developing a powerful national defense and 
helping Britain win the crucial Battle of Production. 

Hitler’s great gamble has given Britain and Amer- 
ica thé invaluable asset of more time to prepare. - If 
that asset is used in the best traditions of British 
doggedness and American energy, both peoples can 
look to the future with greater confidence than in 
many months. 
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SLAVE AND DOCTOR OF SCIENCE. 

Dr. Alan Valentine flew down to Tuskegee Insti- 
tute the other day to award an honorary degree of 
doctor of science on behalf of the University of 
Rochester to a distinguished botanist who was too 
ill to go to New York.

What can be done quickly and simply, as a palli- 
ative, is for the House to insist on maintaining the 
$100,000 appropriation from the general revenue 
fund to permit the Commission for the Blind to re- 
sume its full services. The figure is relatively mod- 
est. To cut it to $50,000 would leave the commission 
with barely enough money to administer the pen- 
sions. The workshop and home teaching programs 
would continue to disintegrate. At the end of a sec- 
ond two years of financial drouth, they would proba- 
bly have disappeared altogether. 

Can the House conscientiously balk at allotting 
$100,000 to such a cause, after passing an outrageous- 
ly inflated appropriation of $18,000,000 for adminis- 
tering the various State departments?

After forcing the expenditure of unspecified sums 
of public and private money in the governorship re- 
count fiasco? 
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ARMY AIR FORCES UNIFIED. 

Responding to long-continued and increasingly 
sharp criticism, the War Department has now unified 
its scattered air power into an “autonomous com- 
mand,” designated as “the army air forces.” The new 
organization, headed by Maj. Gen. Arnold, veteran 
air officer, will occupy a position within the army 
much like that of the Marine Corps within the navy. 

This certainly is a right move, but many students 
of, our defense machinery are going to say that it 
does not go far enough. For Gen. Arnold’s new com- 
mand unites only the air forces within the army. 
There still remain the separate flying units in the 
navy, in the Marine Corps and in the Coast Guard. 

Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion describes this 
situation in terms of defending New York City and 
other Atlantic ports against potential attack. Un- 
questionably, this dispersal of direction would be a 
serious obstacle to effective action. That is why 
Senator McCarran has introduced his air force uni- 
fication bill and why it has met with prompt sup- 
port from some Senators. 

If unification of the air forces is wise within the 
army, may it not also be wise to unify ali our air 
forces? The question should be answered, as we 
said the other day, on its merits, and not in terms 
of War and Navy department traditions or prestige.

All ports on the North Atlantic seaboard 
would be justified in assuming from such 
an occurrence that one of them was in for 
an air raid, What would New York City do 
about it, as the biggest of those ports and 
therefore the likeliest target? 

Over on Long Island, east of New York

Bennett Field, and the army has a fine air 
base at Mitchel Field. The two bases are 
about 16 miles apart. 

Mechanically, it would be no trick at all 
for both these air bases to throw into the 
air every fighter and scout plane they could 
scrape up, merge the two forces in mid- 
air somewhere over Long Island, and send 
them to meet the approaching bombers. 

But the mechanical aspect is only the 
half of it. jere is also the political and 
red-tape aspe Our air forces are split 
four ways; divided up among the army, 
navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, with 
the army and navy having the lion's share 
between them. The navy’s air force is un-

air for a joint defense of New York City 
under one-commander in a desperate air- 
borne emergency, orders would have to fly 
back and forth between the fields, up to 
Washington and around various Washing- 
ton offices. 

Because of the buck-passing that goes on 
in such circles, it seems likely that the mat- 
ter would finally get to the President him- 
self before a final O K was issued. 

By that time, it is more than conceivable 
that there would be bomb craters in Union 
Square and a couple of top floors blown 
off Al Smith’s Empire State Building, not 
to mention considerable dead New Yorkers 
lying around in the streets. 

Similar things could happn at Washing- 
ton, where the army’s Bolling Field is prac- 
tically next door to the navy’s Anacostia 
station, but both are under different and 
sometimes conflicting managements. 

With minor variations, the same story 
could take place regarding co-operation be- 
tween the navy’s air bases at Jacksonville, 
Norfolk and Lakehurst, and the army’s air 
bases at Springfield, Mass., Louisville, Ky., 
Manchester, N. H., Bangor, Me., and Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

The moral of it all ig that it is time to 
unify the air forces under a single com- 
mand—and under a command equal in dig- 
nity with the army and navy commands. 

Co-operation among all three fighting 
services, certainly, and to the limit—the 
kind of 100 per cant co-operation that the 
British and the Germans are able to get 
from their land, sea and air forces, using 
the principle of the unified air force. 

That is exactly the kind of co-operation 
we are not able to get with our’air force 
split four ways and subordinate to land 
and sea fighters. Congress had better rem- 
edy this dangerous defect, and do it soon.

How Social Progress 
Lags Behind Science 


“Man Stands Alone,” by Julian Huxley, (Harper & 

Brothers, New York.) 

HIS is a collection of 14 essays, written 

for diverse audiences at various times 
between 1927 and 1939. But, says the bi 
ologist-author, writing in the London Zo0’s 
basement to the sound of anti-aircraft guns 
outside, “they all have this in common: 
that they were written during that strange, 
restless, indecisive period during which an 
age was dying, but most of us were refuse 
ing to face the imminence of its dissolu- 
tion.” 

For some time, it has become apparent 
to many people that our social ideas have 
lagged far behind our technological prog- 
ress. We have done a superlative job is 
the manufacture of machines and chem 
icals; we have learned to build airplanes 
and automobiles, and to waste and destroy 
with high scientific efficiency, but we deal 
with our whole social system—our homes, 
our families, economics, politics, law, educe 
tion—as if we were still in the Middle Ages. 
This strange schism has brought us to & 
crisis and, Huxley says, “if civilization & 
to recreate itself after the war, it can only 
do so on the basis of what, for want of · 
better word, we must call a social out 
look.” 


Nations must attempt to find out what 
are the really valuable things in life, and 
work out the best means of attaining these 
values in their fullest and truest intensity. 
This in brief is Julian Huxley’s thesis. 

In the eminent British scientist's first 
essay, he shows his readers the unique 
place of man in the universe, and warts 
him not to be afraid of this human unique 
ness.

LONDON, June 23 (AP).—George 

Bernard Shaw, the playwright, on 

the German invasion of Russia:

Hitler, according to 
military informants, was certain of 
having eventually to fight Russia 
and the United States, and adopt- 
ed his familiar plan of destroying 
one while the other was still con- 
fused, unprepared and averse to 
crediting his hostile designs. Ac- 
cording to this view, he tested the 
reactions of the United States by 
the piratical and avowed sinking 
of the Robin Moor. Since the ad- 
ministration neither declared war 
nor severed relations, and since 
public opinion in the United States 
remained tranquil, he was confi- 
dent that an assault on Russia 
might be launched with impunity. 
Another reason is held to be that 
Germany could not venture an all- 
out attack on the British isles 
while a vast Russian army of 
dubious friendliness stood on its 
eastern flank. Germany also had 
particular need of Soviet food- 
stuffs, oi] and metals in order to 
balance huge volumes of materials 
to be placed at Britain’s disposal 
by the United States. On Stalin’s 
side, the general conviction is that 
the Germans made such sweeping 
demands including perhaps demob- 
ilization of the Soviet army as well 
as control of Russian fesources, 
that his regime could not grant 
them and hope to survive.

Russia. 
British Decision to 
Send Stafford Cripps. 


It was, therefore, decided in Lon- 
@on to send Mr. Cripps (Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps) as Ambassador to 
Moscow. He received clear instruc- 
tions under all circumstances to 
resume relations between the Eng- 
lish and Soviet Russia and develop 
them in a pro-British direction. 
The British press reported on the 
progress of this mission as long as 
tactical reasons did not impose 
silence. 

In autumn of 1989 and spring of 
1940 the first results actually made 
themselves felt. As Russia under- 
took to subjugate by armed force 
not only Finland, but also the Bal- 
tic states, she suddenly motivated 
this action by the assertion, as ri- 
diculous as it was: false, that she 
must protect these countries from 
an outside menace or forestall it. 

This could only be meant to ap- 
ply to Germany, for no other Power 
could even gain entrance into the 
Baltic area, let alone go to war 
there. Still I had to be tolls How- 
ever, those in power in the Krem- 
lin immediately went further. 

Whereas, in the spring of 1940 
Germany, in accordance with the 
go-called pact of friendship, with- 
drew her forces from the Far 
Hastern frontier and, in fact, for 
the most part cleared these areas 
entirely of German troops, a con- 
centration of Russian forces at that 
time was already beginning in a 
measure which could only be re- 
garded as a deliberate threat to 
Germany. 

Demonstrations 

Against Germany. 

According to @ statement which 
Molotov (Soviet Foreign Minister 
and then Premier Vyacheslav Mol- 
otov) personally made at that time, 
there were 22 Russian divisions in 
the Baltic states alone already in 
the spring of 1940. 

Since the Russian Government 
itself always claimed it was called 
in by the local population, the pur- 
pose of their presence there could 
only be a demonstration against 
Germany. 

While our soldiers from May 5, 
1940, on had been breaking Franco- 
British power in the West, Russian 
military deployment on our East- 
ern frontier was being continued 
to a more afd more menacing ex- 
tent. 

From. August, 1940, on I, there- 
fore, considered it to be in the in- 
terest of the Reich no longer to 
permit our Eastern provinces, 
which, moreover, had already been 
laid waste so often, to remain un- 
protected in the face of this tre- 
mendous concentration of Bolshe- 
vik divisions, 

Thus there resulted British-Sovi- 
et Russian co-operation intended 
at the tying up of such powerful 
forces in the East that radical con- 
clusion of the war in the West, 
particularly as regards aircraft, 
could no longer be vouched for by 
the German high command. 

This, however, was in line with 
the objects not only of the British 
but also of the Soviet Russian pol- 
icy, for both England and Soviet 
Russia intend to let this war go on 
for as long as possible in order to 
weaken all Europe and render it 
progressively more impotent. ~ 


Russia’s Threatened 
Attack on Rumania 


Russia’s threatened attack on 
Rumania was in the last analysis 
equally intended to gain posses- 
sion of an important base, not only 


«of Germany's but also of Europe’s,

My answer: , The German guar- 
antee is a general one and is. un- 
conditionally binding upon . us. 
Russia, however, never declared to 
us that she had other interests in 
Rumania beyend Bessarabia. The 
occupation of Northern Bucovina 
had already been a violation of 
this assurance. I did not, there- 
fore, think that Russia could now 
suddenly have more far-reaching 
intentions against Rumania. 


Had No Political 


Interest in Finland. 


Molotov’s second question: That 
Russia again felt menaced by Fin- 
land. Russia was determined not 
to tolerate this. Was Germany 
ready not to give any aid to Fin- 
land and, above all, immediately 
to withdrew German relief troops 
marching through to Kirkenes? 

My answer: Germany continued 
to have absolutely no political in- 
terests in Finland. A fresh war 
by Russia against the small Finn- 
ish people could not, however, be 
regarded any longer by the Ger- 
man Government as tolerable, all 
the more so as we could never he- 
lieve Russia to be threatened by 
Finland. Under no circumstances 
did we want another theater of 
war to arise in the Baltic. 

Molotov’s third question: Was 
Germany prepared to agree that 
Russia give a guarantee to Bul- 
garia and send Soviet Russian 
troops to Bulgaria for this pur- 
pose in connection wherewith he 
—Molotov—was prepared to state 
that the Soviets did not intend on 
that account, for example, to de- 
pose the King? 

My answer: Bulgaria was a sov- 
ereign state and I had no knowl- 
edge that Bulgaria had ever re- 
quested Soviet Russia for any kind 
of guarantee such as Rumania had 
requested from Germany. Moreover 
I would have to discuss the matter 
with my allies. 

Molotov’s fourth question: Soviet 
Russia required free passage 
through the Dardanelles under all 
circumstances and for her protec- 
tion also demanded occupation of 
a number of important bases on 
the Dardanelles and the Bosporus. 
Was Germary in agreement with 
this or not? 


Could Not Permit 
Bases on Straits. 


My answer: Germany was pre- 
pared at all times to agree to al- 
teration of the Statute of Mon- 
treux in favor of the Black Sea 
states. Germany was not prepared 
to agree to Russia taking posses- 
sion of bases on the straits,

Here I adopted the only attitude 
which I could adopt as the re- 
sponsible leader of the German 
Reich but also as the representa- 
tive of European culture and civ- 
ilization conscious of my responsi- 
bility. 

The consequence was to increase

10,000-Ton Vessel Heavily 
Damaged in Air Attack 


on Convoy, Berlin Also part 


Reports. 


BERLIN, June 23 (AP).—A 10, 
000-ton British merchantman was 
heavily damaged today, said DNB, 
official German news agency, by 
German reconnaissance planes 
which attacked a convoy of 20 
ships at the western entrance of 
the English Channel. 

Earlier, the high command re- 
ported the sinking of nine British 
cargo ships, totaling 37,500 tons, 
in air and submarine operations 
in the Atlantic. 

The submarine sinking of six 
armed merchant vessels totaling 
26,500 tons in the North and Mid- 
die Atlantic was reported by in- 
formed Germans. 

Bombers were credited with sink- 
ing a seventh ship and damaging 
two others. One ship of 5000 tons 
was said to have been sent to the 
bottom off the mouth of the Hum- 
ber River. A ship of 4000 tons was 
reported damaged badly in the 
same waters and one of 6000 tons 
hit off the coast of Scotland. 

The bomber attacks on shipping 
were said to have occurred last 
night. The time of the submarine 
sinkings was not specified. 

The Luftwaffe also was said to 
have attacked Northern Scottish 
ports and airfields in England in 
the night, shooting down one Brit- 
ish bomber.

They find pills and mis- 
take them for sweets or gum and 
eat them, and the ambulance 
comes in a hurry to save their 
lives.

Many of these accidents can be 
avoided by taking care. Little 
children ought never to be left 
alone in a house. No matter what 
the emergency they should be 
eared for first. They can be 
placed in some responsible person’s 
care, the policeman not the least 
of these. 


Matches should be kept in tin 
boxes well out of reach and sight. 
All medicines must be kept in a 
locked closet ‘above reach. Chil- 
dren of the early years rarely look 
above their heads for amusement. 
Put toys on the floor and they 
usually find them and use them 
without looking beyond them. 

No rubbish of any kind should 
be stored in a house where there 
are young children. Papers in 
closets, rags, oil mops left in the 


' dark corners are suggestions for 
fires.
